FROM MR. FRED BUTCHER 


We this week received the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. Fred Butcher, | 
who is at present on a holiday trip} 
to the States. It was written from 
Junction City, Ore. In addition to 
the cditor, I would like to tell my 


some of the things I have seen since 
leaving Sunny Alberta in December. 
From Edmonton I took the C.N.R., 
stepping at several of the lumber | 
camps on the Prince Rupert line, 
where my son, B. F. is .employed. 
The cut of these mills runs from 
30,000 to 65000 feet per day from the 
gigantic forests that cover B.C. from 
Jasper Park to the coast. I spent a, 
few days in Piince George with my 
grand- daughter, where the weather 
was cold, ranging from 35 to 56 ke- 
low zero. The mill with the largest 
out was that of W. Jaeck, who is well 
known east of Lacombe. Some years 
ago he farmed extensively near Alix. 
Early in January I continued my 
journey to Prince Rupert. The Na- 
tional railway follows the low depres- | 
siona and river, and has the lowest 
gradient cf any crossing the contin- 
ent.
